ADMIRAL 


A  native  Oregonian  who  served 
with  distinction  as  a  lawyer  and 
legislator  and  rose  from  the  World 
War  II  rank  of  captain,  serving  in 
two  American  conflicts,  to  become 
commanding  officer  of  the  world’s 
first  supersonic  air  force,  is  the  ad¬ 
miral  for  the  38th  annual  Astoria 
Regatta. 

Maj.  Gen.  Chester  Earl  McCarty, 
who  commands  the  12th  US  air 
force,  is  the  fourth  military  man 
to  serve  as  Regatta  top  hand  in 
five  years. 

Gen.  McCarty  is  based  at  Was¬ 
co,  Tex.,  with  the  headquarters 
unit  it  the  12th  air  force.  He  has 
command  of  the  Tactical  air  com¬ 
mand’s  supersonic  fighter  and 
fighter  bomber  bases  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  and  thus  is  in 
the  front  lines  of  America’s  tremen¬ 
dous  nuclear  striking  force.  Units 
of  the  12th  air  force  were  alerted 
and  participated  in  the  American 
intervention  in  the  middle  eastern 
crisis. 

The  entire  12th  air  force  is 
equipped  with  F-100  Supersabres 
and  F-101A  Voodoos. 

Native  Born 

Gen.  McCarty  was  born  in  Pen¬ 
dleton,  and  grew  to  maturity  in 
Portland.  He  graduated  from  Jef¬ 
ferson  high  school  in  Portland  in 
1923  and  received  his  LLB  degree 
from  Northwestern  College  of  Law, 
in  Portland,  in  1929. 

His  distinguished  law  career  in 
Oregon  from  1929  to  1942,  when  he 
entered  military  service,  included 
service  from  1930  to  1936  as  as¬ 
sistant  attorney  general  of  Oregon. 
He  was  elected  an  Oregon  state 
senator  in  1942. 

In  June  of  1949,  Gen.  McCarty  en¬ 
tered  military  service  with  the 
rank  of  captain.  He  had  served  for 
more  than  11  years  with  the  Ore¬ 
gon  national  guard  and  reserve 
crops  in  the  infantry  and  field  ar¬ 
tillery  from  1921  to  1933. 

Career  Varletd 

Thus  began  an  active  military 
career  that  carried  Gen.  McCarty 
to  the  corners  of  the  world  both  in 
war  and  peace  time  and  brought 
him  some  of  the  highest  military 
decorations  of  this  and  other  na¬ 
tions. 

Following  his  release  from  mili¬ 
tary  service,  Gen.  McCarty  re¬ 
sumed  his  law  practice,  but  did  not 
sever  his  connections  with  military 
activity.  He  continued  to  take  an 
active  part,  particularly  in  the  air 


force  reserve  program.  In  1947  he 
was  elected  national  president  of 
the  air  reserve  association. 

Reserve  Commander 

In  1951,  Gen.  McCarty  was  re¬ 
called  to  active  duty  due  to  the 
Korean  emergency  and  he  later 
took  the  403d  Troop  Carrier  unit 
to  Japan.  In  1952  he  assumed  com¬ 
mand  of  the  315' h  division  (combat 
cargo)  of  the  Far  East  air  forces. 
He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
major-general  while  on  this  assign¬ 
ment. 

The  general  himself  piloted  the 
Globemaster  which  made  the  first 
South  Pole  airdrop,  the  seventh 
flight  over  the  South  Pole  in  his¬ 
tory.  This  followed  by  only  30  days 
a  flight  over  the  North  Pole  by  the 
same  aircraft. 

Gen.  McCarty  is  a  command  pi¬ 


lot  with  more  than  10,009  hours  of 
flying  time  including  supersonic 
time  in  F-109  and  F-104  artcraft. 
This  includes  469  hours  of  combat 
time  in  bombardment  and  transport 
aircraft  on  162  combat  missions. 

Military  decorations  earned  by 
the  general  include  the  Distin¬ 
guished  Service  Medal,  Distin¬ 
guished  Flying  Cross,  Bronze  Star, 
Air  Medal,  with  four  oak  leaf  clus¬ 
ters,  Korean  Service  medal,  Presi¬ 
dential  unit  citation,  and  many 
theater  and  service  ribbons. 

Much  Decorated 

He  has  been  decorated  many 
times  by  foreign  governments  and 
wears  military  decorations  from 
Greece,  Thailand,  British  Empire, 
France.  Republic  of  Korea,  Moroc¬ 
co,  Tunisia  and  the  Republic  of 
China.

ASTORIA  COLUMN 


Towering  above  Astoria  on  a 
promontory  commanding  a  pan¬ 
oramic  vista  of  ocean,  river  and 
mountain,  the  Astor  Column, 
erected  in  1926,  commemorates 
the  westward  sweep  of  discovery 
and  migration  which  brought 
settlement  and  civilization  to  the 
Sunset  Empire. 

All  of  the  events  which  led  to 
the  establishment  of  American 
claims  to  the  Northwest  territc-y, 
and  the  ultimafe  winning  of  the 
west  are  colorfully  emblazoned 
on  the  column  which  juts  125 
feet  into  the  sky.  Inside  of  t'-e 
towering  tube  are  166  steps  of  a 
circular  stairway  which  leads  to 
the  top  of  the  tower.  On  top  is  a 
circular  platform  which  gives  an 
encompassing  view  of  the  Co¬ 
lumbia  river  bar,  Youngs  Bay, 
and  the  rivers  in  the  surrounding 
countryside. 

The  column  itself  is  patterned 
affer  the  noted  Trajan  Column 


erected  in  Rome  by  Emperor  Tra¬ 
jan  in  114  AD.  It  was  designed 
by  Electus  Litchfield,  New  York 
architect,  and  the  decorations  on 
ihe  shaft  were  completed  by  an 
Italian  artist,  A.  Pusterla.  Des¬ 
cendants  of  John  Jacob  Astor  and 
the  Great  Northern  railway  are 
responsible  for  construction  of 
the  monument. 

Depicted  on  the  column  in  pic- 
toral  freize  are  the  coming  of 
the  settler  and  civilization,  re¬ 
storation  of  Fort  Astoria  to  the 
United  States  in  1818,  the  sink¬ 
ing  of  the  Tonquin  in  181  1,  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  Pacific  Fur  company 
party  in  Astoria  in  1812,  Tonquin 
arrives  in  Astoria  and  the  build¬ 
ing  of  Fort  Astoria  in  1811,  Ton¬ 
quin  sails  for  New  York  1810, 
Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  builds 
Fort  Clatsop,  1805-06,  Lewis  and 
Clark  expedition  making  salt,  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  ex¬ 
pedition,  1805  and  discovery  of 
the  Columbia  river  by  Captain 
Robert  Gray  in  1792. 

The  monument  is  situated  atop 
Coxcomb  hill  in  the  center  of  an 
Astoria  residential  district.  It  is 
easily  accessible  on  paved  roads. 

Maintenance  work  on  the  mon¬ 
ument  and  grounds  is  continuous 
and  is  under  the  supervision  of 
the  city  government.  A  liaht 
blazes  from  the  tower  nightly 
and  serves  almost  as  a  beacon  to 
those  traveling  toward  Astoria 
by  land,  sea,  river  or  air. 

A  full-time  custodian  resides 
a^op  the  hill  at  the  mounment 
site  and  takes  constant  care  of 
the  grounds.  Signs  throughout 
the  downtown  area  of  Astoria 
direct  traffic  to  the  monument.

FORT  CLATSOP 


Historic  Fort  Clatsop  has  been 
created  a  national  memorial  park 
by  the  U.S.  government.  The  fed¬ 
eral  government  will  spend  near¬ 
ly  $300,000  in  developing  the 
site  and  creating  permanent 
buildings. 

Fort  Clatsop  was  the  winter 
headquarters  in  1805  and  1806 
of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedi¬ 
tion  and  the  first  US  Military 
Post  west  of  St.  Louis.  This  his¬ 
toric  fort  was  rebuilt  in  its  exact 
replica  (determined  by  the  Jour¬ 
nals  of  Captain  Clark)  in  1955 
by  the  Astoria  Jaycees  and  other 
civic  organizations  with  logs  do¬ 
nated  by  the  Crown-Zellerbach 
Paper  Corporation 

The  fort  is  50  x  50  feet,  with 
three  rooms  along  one  wall  and 
four  on  the  other.  Through  the 
center  is  a  military  parade  ground 
as  this  was  a  military  expedition. 

There  were  33  members  in  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  party  including 
the  Indian  guide  Sacajawea  and 
her  small  son.  As  the  winder 
home  of  the  33  member  party 
Fort  Clatsop  is  one  of  the  true 
historic  sites  in  early  western 
American  history. 

The  dedication  of  the  rebuilt 
Fort  on  August  2 1 ,  1955,  marked 
the  first  event  in  Clatsop  Coun¬ 
ty's  observance  of  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  Sesquicentennial.  Legisla¬ 
tion  has  been  introduced  to  de¬ 
termine  the  feasibility  of  making 
Fort  Clatsop  a  national  shrine. 

Fort  Clatsco  is  located  cn  the 
exact  she  of  the  original  fort  and 
is  4 ]/?  mi’es  south  of  Astoria 
near  US  Highway  101.  The  fort 
is  always  open  for  visitors  and  it 
is  rapidly  becoming  the  greatest 
tourist  attraction  along  the  Ore¬ 
gon  coast. 


FLAVEL  HOUSE 


Copt.  George  Flavel,  the  mar¬ 
iner,  shipping  figure  and  capital¬ 
ist  who  brought  the  Victorian  age 
to  bloom  in  Astoria,  with  the 
erection  of  this  mansion,  was  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  men  in 
the  maritime  history  of  the  Pa¬ 
cific  Coast.  His  record  as  a  mas¬ 
ter  and  his  skill  and  daring  as  a 
bar  pilot  were  well  known.  His  ab¬ 
ility  as  a  business  man  approched 
wizardry  in  the  judgment  of  the 
day.  for  he  had  acquired  a  mon¬ 
opoly  on  piloting  and  towing  at 
the  bar  in  face  of  severe  and 
ruthless  competition  from  Port¬ 
land  capital. 

Mrs.  Flavel's  parents  were  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Conrad  Boelling,  pio¬ 
neers  of  1847.  She  was  a  little 
girl  of  8  years  when  she  came  to 
Astoria,  and  the  primitive  village 
that  was  Astoria,  and  the  family 
spent  the  first  months  in  the  only 
available  shelter  "Shark  House", 
a  small  and  crude  dwelling  built 
by  the  survivors  of  the  US  warship 
"Shark,"  wrecked  on  the  bar  in 


1846.  Her  home  remained  As¬ 
toria  for  80  years,  and  she  ended 
her  days  in  the  finest  mansion 
on  the  banks  of  the  Lower  Co¬ 
lumbia  River,  surviving  her  hus¬ 
band  many  years. 

Cne  of  the  outstanding  fea¬ 
tures  of  this  luxurious  home  was 
the  number  of  elaborate  mantles 
of  choice  woods.  Fireplaces  were 
a  hobby  of  Capt.  Flavel,  who 
liked  warmth,  comfort  and  lux¬ 
ury.  There  are  six  fireplaces,  all 
different.  They  are,  of  course,  all 
Victorian  in  style,  hand  carved 
rosewood,  mahogany,  walnut  and 
maple.  Panelling  in  the  rooms 
are  of  highly  polished  redwood 
with  Philippine  mahogany  and 
other  rare  woods.  Tilings  of  the 
six  hearths  are  all  imported,  each 
from  a  different  European  or 
Asiatic  country.  From  their  many 
trips  to  San  Francisco,  New  York 
and  abroad,  the  Flavels  brought 
handsome  pieces  of  furniture  and 
rare  collections  of  bric-a-brac 
and  statuary  to  beautify  their 
home. 

The  house  was  continuously 
resided  in  by  the  Flavels,  and 
descendants  until  the  death  of 
the  oldest  daughter,  Miss  Nellie, 
in  1933.  Her  grandniece  and 
heir,  Miss  Patricia  Flavel,  deed¬ 
ed  the  property  to  the  County  in 
the  hope  that  it  could  be  utilized 
as  an  historical  center,  and  in 
turn,  ihe  County  turned  it  over 
to  the  Clatsop  County  Historical 
Society  which  is  responsible  for 
the  restoring,  furnishing  and 
maintaining  the  old  mansion  as 
an  historical  center  and  museum.
